Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was an injection 
device that is intended for a painless intramuscular injection that has a housing, a 
needle with a specific diameter and/or length to help with flow rate and reduced trauma, 
a reservoir, a means for liquid communication, a means for inserting the needle into the 
patient, and a means for pumping a medicament from the reservoir at a constant 
volumetric flow rate that is from 0.5 pl_/s to about 20 pL/s. The flow rate helps to 
provide a painless injection because of the rate in which the medicament is injected into 
the patient and at the constant volume during the injection. 

The examiner also has invoked 112 6'^ paragraph for the means for language. 
The independent claims also include other patentable subject matter in 
combination with the other elements or steps of the claim not mention in the above 
paragraph.
